SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The CD-ROM (Non-film) entitled Sakura is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The CD-ROM contains a collection of 2120 still image files that explicitly depict sexual 
activity and semi-naked females posed to display their breasts, buttocks, and genitals 
in full colour photographs. 

The CD-ROM tends to promote and support the exploitation of children and young 
persons by including depictions of young females displaying their bodies, breasts, or 
genitals, or engaging in sexual activity, for the purpose of titillating or sexually arousing 
the viewer. Females are actually young or are intended to be perceived by the viewer 
as young. Viewer perception is created by elements within the images, and by 
captioning which is sometimes express. 

The CD-ROM tends to promote and support the infliction of extreme cruelty by 
depicting a female subjected to sado-masochistic sexual practices that present as 
painful and cruel. The clamping of her breasts between two pieces of wood while she 
is vulnerable and immobilised is intended to be titillating or sexually arousing for the 
viewer. The depiction of the female subjected to cruelty in this manner for sexual 
stimulation of the viewer is presented as legitimate. 

To tend to promote and support the exploitation of children and young persons for 
sexual purposes and the infliction of extreme cruelty deems the publication 
objectionable under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 
(the FVPC Act). 

In addition, a posed photograph depicts a female characterised as a nurse behaving in 
a manner toward a female patient that presents as sexualised professional 
misconduct. The image shows a hospital scene in which an almost naked nurse, 
characterised by her cap and stethoscope, slaps the buttocks of a naked female 
patient who is bound with gauze bandage and whose mouth is taped up. A coercive 
tone is strong in this scenario. Depicting the nurse-client relationship in this way 
misrepresents and degrades nursing professionals, and conduct of this nature would 
seriously contravene nursing codes of ethics. 

Consideration has also been given to the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990. The limit on the rights and freedoms of expression resulting from the 
application of s3(2) of the FVPC Act is prescribed by law and demonstrably justifiable. 
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
